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MR. O'BRIEN COMMENDED 


ALL BUT THE GEORGE PEO- 
PLE SAY HE DID WELL. 
SHE IRISH EDITOR AT A RECEPTION 
AND PLANS FOR THE REST OF HIS 

STAY IN THE CITY. 


All classes of people except the followers 
of Henry George, John McMackin, and Dr. Mc- 
Glynn appear to be pleased with the action of 
Editor William O’Brien in refusing to take part 
in the United Labor demonstration in Union- 
square on Saturday night. The members of all 
tae Irish societies, including the Municipal 
Council of the Irish National League, the Irish 
Parliamentary Fund Association, the Sons of St. 
Patrick, and the various Catholic organizations, 
many of whom have contributed to the success 
ef the Irish movement, are all well satisfied 
with the wayiu which Mr. O’Brien has acted. 
Wherever any members of these associations 
were to be found last night the praises of Mr. 
O’Brien were sung and the commendation of his 
course was hearty and sincere. Mr. Eugene 
Kelly, the banker, who was denounced by name 


at the demonstration as one of those who had 
kept the Irish editor away, about covered the 
general sentiment on the subject when he said 
that Mr. O Brien had showed that he was thor- 
oughbiy devoted to the cause of Ireland, and that 
he wuuld aliow nothing to interfere with his mis- 
sion, Which was the advancement of that cause. 

The heartivess of the general indorsement of 
his course was very gratifying to the Irish editor, 
who expected that criticism from quarters be- 
sides the advovates of the lapor cause might be 
levelled at him, at least at first. The fact that 
the newspapers have approved his conurse,, and 
that the general public bas shown uppreciation 
of the difficult position in which he was placed, 
ponees bim, and he has told some of his more 

timate friends} that the Irish in America are 
uick to see a point of the kind involved. He 

does not think there will be any difficulty in 
eonvincing intelligent [rishmen that the cause 
of Henry George ranks below the cause of their 
native land. ; 

The feeling has grown in the minds of many 
friends of the Irish cause that the friends of 
Henry George and Dr. McGlynn intended to 
honor and exalt themselves and their idols 
rather than todo honor to Mr. O’Brien or the 
cause which he represents. Incidents have 
been cited in support of this view, among them 
the eagerness which Mr. McMackin displayed in 
insisting that he should preside at the mass 
meeting. The hops is everywhere expressed 
that those Irishmen who have allied themselves 
with the United Labor Party will see the error 
of their ways and tight for the independence of 
their mother country rather than for the success 
of a visionary theory. 

Editor O’Brien went to bed late last night 
thoroughly tired. He had a vesy busy day at 
the Hoffman House. Hundreds of loyal Irish- 
men called to pay their respects and offer him 
covgratuiations. After breakfast he sought the 
seclusion of his room and devoted several hours 
to literary work. When he finished and unlocked 
his door there was a crowd in the reception 
room and # big bundie of telegrams and letters 
awaiting him. 

Conductor Peter Walsh, of the Fourth-avenue 
railroad, Was among the first to greethim. “I 
come,” he said, *‘as a representative of District 
Assembly No. 75, Knights of Labor, to tell you 
that of the 700 men ip our assembly who turned 
out Saturday night four-fifths are in sympathy 
with you. We approve of youraction in remain- 
ing away from the meeting. Had we known 
then what we know now we should have left the 
procession.” 

Mr. O’Brien thanked Walsh for the expression 
of approbation, aud said: ‘‘I am willing to leave 
my casein the hands of the people.” 

Dr. W. B. Wallace, ex-Presideut of the Munici- 
al Council of the Irish National League, shook 
fr. O’Brien’s hand vigorously while he said: 

*T have come to thank you personally for draw- 

ing the line so strongly between theoretical land 

questions or American local politics and the 
— of the legislative independence of Ire- 
and.’ 

Jeremiah B. Murphy said: “Mr. O’Brien, I 
come to offer. you symphy and congratulations. 
Until yésterday Iwas an out-and-out MeGlynn 
and George man, but the dilemma they and their 
followers placed you in has changed my senti- 
ments entirely.” 

Similar expressions were uttered by other visit- 
ors. At the first opportunity Mr. O’Brien opened 
his telegrams and letters. They were from per- 
gone and places far and pear and heartily in- 
dorsed the manly stand taken by the representa- 
tive of Parnell and Gladstone. Simon P. Arm- 
strong, of the Sixty-ninth Regiment, wrote: 

“ One step on that platform in Uniou-square, as its 
body of occupants was constituted, woaid have in- 
jureidthe home rule cause seriously. Your good 
sense and determination deserve the highest 
praise.” 

Major John Byrne, of Cincinnati, ex-Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Irish National League, wrote from 
Baltimore: 

~ Permit me to extend my hearty congratulations 
en your action in preventing the cause you cham- 
pion from being prostituted to selfish and ignoble 
partisan ends by unscrupulous men, who would 
utilize Lreland’s sorrows and tears as they are using 
aud abusing the honest labor movement—making it 
® means to personal ends. You deserve well of every 
true friend of Ireland tor your wanly, courageous 
action. Your conduct Saturday scores a greater 
victory for the cause you represent than even your 

great victory ip Canada, anid none will recognize 
this more fully ‘and forcibly than the honest sons of 
organized labor.” 

Mr. O’Brien visited the Press Club during the 
afternoon and was warmly welcomed and bos- 
pitably entertained. Several hundred meabers 
gathered to see the Irish newspaper man and 
congratulate him upon the success of his mis- 
sion and safe return from Canada. President 
John A. Greene madea brief address of welcome 
ahd introducea the guest. When the applause 
had ceased Mr. O’Brien said: 

**I most highly prize the good-willand esteem 
of my brother journalists thronghout the world, 
ana I always feel in meeting them that I am 
among friends aud comrades. [ have every rea- 
sou to be grateful to the American press, and 
especially to the New-York press, not merely 
from patriotic but from personal motives. Ina 
literal and true sense you men of the New-York 
press have saved our lives and secured the tri- 
umph of our cause in Canada. The hostile papers 
in Canada entered into a conspiracy to lguore 
aad suppress the tale we had to tell, but wheu 
they found that we had representatives of the 
New-York press with us they found—well, that 
the tallow candles might as well enter into a 
conspiracy to keep the world in darkness while 
the midday sun was shining. When they failed 
in that they tried to take our lives. They failed 
egain, and [ repeat most gratefully that we 
were saved by the vigilance of our four New- 
York comrades. 
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“ My gratitude and good-will to the New-York 
press is not only on ny own account, but on ac- 
count of the incalculable effect of your sympa- 


thy with and advocacy of 
dearer to me than life. [shall carry home with 
meto Ireland a lively respect for the intel- 
Jectual energy, the enterprise, and the power of 

our great newspapers—an energy of mind and 
bod that fills us Old World newspaper men 
with despair. I wish each and ali of you happy, 
prosperous, and brilliant careers in your profes- 
gion.” 

Joseph Howard, Jr., said: ‘If there is any- 
thing that a man likes in this world it is courage 
—menial, moral, and physical. We donot often 
find the three combined in one man as we find 
them in our guest to-day. I extend to him the 
right hand of feliowship. I congratulate him 
upon the successful outcome of his work in Can- 
ada, and upon this brainy organization that is 
here to welcome him, aod [I congratulate the 
Press Club upon the brains displayed by its 
officers in tendering this reception to him.” 

Col, John A. Cockerill said: ‘““‘We have ail 
heerd of Mr. O’Brien as a man whose voice and 
pen have been employed through all the years 
of his jouralistic career in behalf of justice and

Sec- 
tion 363 of the Revised Statutes gives the Attor- 
ney-General power to retain such attorneys as 
he may think necessary to assist United States 
District attorneys in the discharge of their 
duties, and to stipulate the amount of their 
compensation.

SERIOUS RESULTS OF A DRUNKEN 
BETWEEN TWO BANDS. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., June 6.—Gen. Miles, 
in speaking to-day of the latest Indian out- 
break in Arizona, said: “It is the result 
of a drunken row, which led to a feud 
between two bands of Indians in the 
San Carlos Agency. Troops are in pursuit of 
these Indians and will continus to follow them 
up until the Indians are captured or destroyed. 
Thus far but one white man is reported as being 
killed. Up to Friday the trouble had been en- 
tirely among the Indians, These Indians are in 
no way connected with the Apaches who were 
out last yearand who have all been removed. 
These disturbances are likely to occur as long as 
the Indians can get liquor.”

BILLS SIGNED BY THE GOVERNOR. 

ALBANY, June 6.—That ancient visitor to 
the Legisluture known as the Drafted Men’s bill 
was signed by the Governor to-day. It was in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Longley, of Brook- 
lyn, but was so amended that its own friends 
would hardly recognize it. When it first made 
its appearance at Albany after the war it re- 
quired the State to reimburse those patriots who 
staid at home and cultivated peace and the 
pumpkin patch and sent substitutes to the 


front. A large number of counties were ex- 
empted from the operations vf the bill on its 
passage through the last Legislature, and the 
voters of the remaining counties were author- 
ized in 1892 to determine by ballot whether 
they would assume the burden of repaying the 
stay at homes. 

The Graham bill prohibiting the employment 
of street car employes and elevated railroad 
employes in New-York and Brooklyn for more 
than 10 hours inevery consecutive 12 hours 
was signed by the Governor to-day, and also the 
Pitts bill punishing second convictions for Sab- 
bath breaking with a fine of $10 or $20 or 
imprisonment for from five to twenty days, the 
Youngman bill prohibiting the sending of mes- 
senger boys to disorderly houses, and the Smith 
bill appropriating $750,000 for the use of State 
prisons after Oct. 1 next.

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STRICKEN WIIH PARALYSIS. 








W. W. CORCORAN SUDDENLY ATTACKED 
WHILE AT THE DINNER TABLE. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Mr. W. W. Cor- 
coran, the aged millionaire philanthropist, was 
suddenly stricken with paralysis in the left arm 
and left leg this afternoon, while at the dining 
table. He had been bright and cheerful, ana had 
gone to his office during the day, as was his cus- 
tom, and had not the slightest premonition of 
danger. While dining with the members of his 
family, including his granddaughter, Miss 
Eustis, and niece, Miss Jones, he suddenly ex- 
claimed: ‘* Who hit me on the head?” at the same 
time placing his hand on the spot where he said 
it felt asif he had received a blow. A moment 
later he felt for his fork with his left hand and 
could not find it, nor did he know when it was 
put in his hand, His mind was perfectly clear, 
and he insisted that there was nothing the 


matter with him except a feeling of numbness 
in the left®arm. A few minutes later he finished 
his dinner, arose, and attempted to go to the 
next room, when he found that his leg was also 
affected and he had lost control over it. The 
servants assisted him to a sofa in the next 
room, and Drs. N. C. Lincoln and Daniel Hagner 
were summoned. By their udvice Mr. Corcoran 
was putto bed and an anodyne administered, 
which put him to sleep, and he is now resting 
quietly. 

Dr. Lincoln said to-night: “ Mr. Corcoran has 
had a stroke of paralysis of sensation in the left 
arm and left leg. His mind was perfectly clear 
when I called, and he was altogether himself, 
except for the loss of sensation in the left arm 
and left leg. He could move both affected limbs 
freely, but had no feeling in them. He asked 
me about several of my patients whom he 
knew, and talked about matters in general, and 
in a pleasant, cheerful manner, and insisted 
that there was nothing much the matter. When 
1 called an hour Jater he was in the same con- 
dition, and there had been no further develop- 
ment of the paralysis. We cannot tell what 
caused the attack, nor can we tell as yet 
whether it will extend to other parts of his 
er or subside altogther, but we hope for the

AGAINST WESTERN UNION. 

BALTIMORE, June. .—The celebrated 
case of the Western Telegraph Company 
against the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, involving the title to the telegraph line 
along the defendant’s railroad from Baltimore 
to Wheeling and Parkersburg, which it was 
presumed was settled in March, 1884, by Chief- 
Justice Waite, of the United States Supreme 
Court, in favor of the railroad company, has 


been again brought up in the interest of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, which com- 
pany owns the majority of the stock of the 
Western Telegra h Company. The gist of Chief- 
Justice Waite’s decision three years ago was that 
the charter of the Western Company was in fact 
detunct. The Western Union recently sought to 
reopen this case on the ground that the Western 
Company, being the party with which the 
original contract with the. Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad was made in 1857, was entitled to the 
physical property—that is, the poles and wires 
along the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, although 
the contract with the Baltimore and Ohio was 
admitted to be atan end. The case was elabo- 
rately prepared by the Western Union attorneys 
and considered for many days by Judge Phelps, 
in the Superior Court, here. Judge Phelps has 
terminated the case, dismissing the bill and as- 
sessing the costs upon the Western Union Com- 
pauy.

A BIG DEAL IN WHEAT. 

CuHicaGo,; June 6.—A gossiper in an even- 
ing paper says: “Itissaid by a very good au- 
thority that Jack Haverly has bought in a single 
bucket shop 1,000,000 bushels of June wheat, 
I heard this from a person who declares that he 
saw the receipts and that the price averaged 
Haverly about 86 cents. This makes Haverly a 
winner of about $60,000.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 6.—A State Con- 
vention of the Henry George Labor Party is to 
be held in this city on July 4.

LIKED IN LONDON. 
THE “STANDARD” READS THE DOMIN- 
ION A SEVERE LESSON—COMMENTS 
ON GLADSTONE’S RECENT SPEECH. 


LONDON, June 6.—The Standard this 
morning reads Canada a severe lesson for in- 
creasing her duties on iron and steel, which, it 
says, is a selfish policy, and can only tend to 
sunder tne colonies from the mother country. 
“The increase was made,” it says, ‘‘on the 
hollow pretense of a desire to check the rapid 
increase of trade with the United States in our 
favor. We decline the offer with thanks. We do 
not want our trade fostered at the expense of 
our neighbors, even if it could be done, but 
it cannot be done in that way. The 
interest of Canada is to foster trade with the 
United States by every means in its power. The 
freer trade is on the Canadian side the larger 
will it be in spite of the insane tariff of the 
United States; and the larger the trade with the 
United States is the richer will the Canadian 
people become, and the more business will they 
do with other countries.” 

Unionists are of the opinion that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s recent speech will not form the basis of 
@ settlement between the Liberals and the 
Unionists on other points in dispute, 

The Times says Mr. Gladstone audaciously 
triumphs in his own wrong. His apology in his 


speech at Swansea on Saturday for the obstruc- 
tion methods in Parliament of the opponents of 
the Government’s Irish bill, it adds, gives the 
Government a grave difficulty to confront. 

The Laily News says it will not be Mr. Glad- 
stone’s fault if the Liberal quarrel is not healed. 
It is neither he nor his supporters who are irre- 
concilable. 

The Russian ukase forbidding foreigners to 
acquire estates on the western frontier of Russia 
is designed principally to put an end to the 
influx of Germans into ussia. There are 
in the empire so0 many German  fac- 
tories, workshops, warehouses, ana farms, 
the productions of which are of profit 
to Germans exclusively, that the Russian 
Government regards them as detrimental to the 
country, owing to their competition with Rus- 
sian industries. Besides, most of the Ger- 
mans in Russia are members of the 
German Army reserve, and in the event 
of war they might become hostile out- 
posts, familiar with Russia’s topography, 
resources, and strategic condition, and might 
seek an alliance with the Poles. The ukase will 
not effect its object immediately, as it does not 
disturb foreigners who are already land- 
lords. Many hold land under temporary 
concessions which will not be renewed 
when their terms expire. It is expected that 
the tenants will then leave their holdings, and 
that the owners of the land will find circum- 
stances so adverse that they also will 
be compelled to leave. This, together with 
the Russianizing movement in the Baltic prov- 
inces, will produce anincreasing breach between 
Germany and Russia and render impossible a 
renewal of their former cordiality, which was 
undermined by Prince Bismarck’s action at the 
Berlin Congress and his policy in the Bulgarian 
crisis. 

Mr. Parnell visited the House of Commons to- 
day. He is in much better health, having 
gained flesh during the recess. 

The Conservative members of Parliament are 
signing a * round robin” urging the Government 
to mske a vigorous attempt to end the coercion 
debate. 

A collision has occurred in the Channel be- 
tween the British bark Hamburg, Capt. Cald- 
weil, from New-York for Liverpool, and the 
British steamer Tern. The steamer was sunk 
and her Captain and four seamen were drowned. 
The Tern was of 609 tons burden and was from 
Mediterrarean ports. 

The Lower Rhine spinners have advanced the 
price of yarn produced from American cotton a 
penny per pound. 

A dispatch from Lagos says that a rather 
serious dispute has arisen between the English 
and the French with reference to the ownership 
of a portion of territory on the coast near Porto 
Novo. The English and the natives had hauled 
down the French flag. 

Lonpon, June 7.—The Daily News this 
morning says: “It is rumored that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchillis privately urging the Govern- 
ment not to abandon the venue clause of the 
Crimes bill in deference to its opponents.” 


TURKEY AND EGYPT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 6.—Count de 
Montebello and M. Nelidoff, the French and 
Russian Ambassadors, respectively, have lodged 
the objections of their Governments to the rati- 
fication by Turkey of the Anglo-Turkish Conven- 
tion relative to Egypt. M. Nelidoff, in com- 
municating his Government’s objections, hinted 
thatifthe Sultan ratified the convention, such 
action might cost him his throne. He also indi- 
rectly charged England with bribing the Grand 


Vizier with £600,000, and other palace 
officers with large amounts, in order to secure 
their approval of the convention. 

The Sultan, after his interview with M. Neli- 
doff, hurriedly summoned Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, the special British Envoy with reference 
to Egypt, and questioned nim as to the truth of 
these charges. Sir Henry indignantly denied 
that he or his Government had been guilty of 
bribery. The Turkish officers who were said to 
have received the bribes also warmly protested 
their innocence. 


St. PerersBurGe, June 6.—The Novoe 
Vremya says the first attempt that is made te 
replace the present Emir of Bokhara by his 
brother will be a signal for Russian occupation 
of the country. 

The Novoe Vremya suspects the English to be 
intriguing in Bokhara, and warns Engiand that 
such conduct, instead of rendering Russia more 
pliable in accepting the proposed settlement of 
the Egyptian question, will have a contrary 
effect. 

Carro, June 6.—A large reduction in the 
British Army of occupation is expected in a few 
days. 
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MORE TENANTS TURNED OUT. 
DuBLILN, June 6.—The evictions at Bodyke 
were resumed to-day. The first three families 
evicted offered only a passive resistance, Mr. 
Cox, member of Parliament, had persuaded them 
to refrain from throwing boiling water upon the 
police. In spite of thatfact, however, the Sheriff 
ordered Mr. Cox off the premises, and the latter 
now declares that he will not again try to per- 
suade tenants to refrain from violence. 

When the police started to evict the fourth 
family large quantities of boiling meal and filthy 
water were thrown down upon them. A sick 
and helpless boy was turned out of the house, 
and a brother and two sisters were arrested for 
assaulting the police. 

It has been found that one of the tenants 
evicted had paid his rent. Messrs. Davitt and 
Cox have framed a notice to the landlord warn- 
ing him of an action for illegal eviction. 

The evictors in effecting an entry into the 
fourth house protected themselves with um- 
brellas, while a detachment of police, forming 
a close cordon around the house, pointed their 
rifles at the windows. Messrs. Dillon, Cox, and 
Sheehy afterward made speeches, denouncing 
the affair and advising the tenants to resort to 
any resistance. ‘The brother and two 8sisters 
who were arrested were afterward released.

THE FLOOD IN HUNGARY. 
VIENNA, June 6.—The efforts of thousands 
of workmen for three days, and the use of tons 
upon tons of stone and earth, have not proved 
sutticient to stop the gap in the Kistisza dyke in 
the submerged district of Hungary. It cannot 
even be said that the rush of water has been 


sensibly lessened. It is agreed on all hands that 
the bursting of the dyke is due to culpable neg- 
lect on the part of the Government, which had 
often been warned of its weakened condition. 

The flood has reached Mako, Szegedin, and 
Hele, and there is great distress in those towns. 
Thousands of men are working with untiring 
energy to repair the dikes. Piles have been 
driven 27 feet into the sand and fastened to- 
gether with strong chains, yet after a few hours 
the rush of water has torn them up. To-day a 
pile-driving boat was dashed to pieces. Two 
companies of pioneers have been ordered from 
Temesvar to guard against emergency In case 
the men strike or yield to exhaustion. Inclem- 
ent weather prevents night work, as the rain 
puts out the torches.

SHE BEATS THE GENESTA AND IREX 
IN A RATHER CLOSE RACE. 

Lonpon, June 6.—The Thistle has won 
another race, defeating the Genesta and Irex in 
a contest off Dover. A brisk breeze was blowing 
this morning when the yachts started over the 
44-mile course. The Thistle promptly took the 
lead and turned the pier within her own length. 
At the end of the second mile she was a quarter 
of a mile ahead of her competitors. Half over 
the course, 22 miles from the: start, the Thistle 
led the Genesta by 5 minutes 42 seconds, 
and the Genesta was one minute ahead of the 
Irex. A thick fog hid the racers from sight dur-. 
ing a part of the last half of the race and con- 
siderably bothered the yachts, but it did not last 
very long. 

At the finish Thistle was first to cross the line, 
Genesta second, and Irexa close third. The 
exact time from start to finish was: Thistle, 
5:24:56; Genesta, 5:35:45; Irex, 5:36:05. 
Under the time allowance rules the Thistle beat 
the Genesta by five minutes, and the Genesta 
led the Irex by only 30 seconds. The wind was 
true from start to finish and there was no fluk- 
ing. The yachts raced for a prize of £40 anda 
gold medal. The first partof the race was a beat 
over a lee-going tide. Then there wasa dead 
run from the first to the second mark, and over 
the third side of the triangle there was another 
thresh against the tide. 

A separate sweepstake was won by the Nep- 
tune in 3:10:28. The Foxhound was second, 
her time being 3:31:09.

A QUESTION OF THE GOVERNOR’S AM- 
BITION AND THE SENATOR’S NEEDS. 
CINCINNATI, June 6.—There is no formi- 

dable Republican candidate for Governorof Obio 

at the Fall election except Gov. Foraker, and it 
seems to be taken for granted that he will be 
nominated for re-election. The interesting ques- 
tion is, Will Gov. Foraker stop with a re-election, 
or is his ambition of a character that will prompt 
him to divide the Ohio delegation between Sher- 
man and Blaine in the National Convention in 
the expectation of receiving the second place on 
the ticket with Blaine? Cincinnati is the Gov- 
ernor’s home, butif he has an ambition of the 
character suggested it is not here that he will 
find important support. 

Cincinnati Republicans are, grith few excep- 
tions, strong Sherman men. They might, in the 
event of Sherman being elected President, con- 


sent that Foraker should succeed him in the Sen- 
ate, but they will not, solong as Sherman hasa 
chance for the Presidency, consent to his being 
pushed aside for Foraker. It is agreed that in 
order to secure the nomination for the Presi- 
dency Sherman must have the undivided sup- 
port of Ohio. His close friends believe he will 
getit, but that, for the reason indicated, is not 
yet certain. 

Drausin Wilson, President of the Lincoln Club, 
the most influential Republican club in Ohio, 
said to-day: “ Without any reference’ to 
whether there is or is not any opposition to Sher- 
man, Iam very clearly of the opinion that he 
needs opposition. If he had had some decided 
opposition in 1884 to stir his friends and him- 
selfinto action it is not improbable that he 
might now be President of the United States. I 
think I have discovered that strong opposition 
is necessary to the success ofa politician who 
aims high. It requiresitto bring him forward 
with that prominence and arouse the interest 
necessary to his success. It may beat him, but 
he 1s pretty sure to go under withoutit. [know 
that is what John Sherman needs.”

A DAY OF GOOD LUCK, HARD WORK,. 
AND BATTLES WITH BLACK FLIES 
AND RAVENOUS MOSQUITOES. 

Prospect Houssz, June 6.—The President 
had good luck to-day, but he worked hard for it, 
spending the entire day on the lake and one of 
its tributary streams, and coming back thie 
evening with the largest lake trout that has been 
taken since his arrival at the Saranac Inn.

| flies that fishing would be attended with some 


inconveniences which could be avoided by stick- 
ing to the wind-swept lake. 

So at 10 o’clock, after an early breakfast, the 
President, Col. Lamout, Dr. Rosman, and their 
guides set off, each boat in the little 
fleet headed by Dave Cronk’s canoe car- 
Trying a basket of lunch The fishermen 
did not expect to go more than five 
miles away from the hotel, but they were de- 
termined not to lose the two hours that would 
be consumed in returning fora midday meat. 
The trolling lines were soon put out and the 
trollers skirted the lake, going first along one 
shore and then over to the other. The wind was 


strong, fortunately for tha fishermen, for it 
somewhat discouraged the pesky black flies 
that found the clouds very much to their liking 
and the wind a decided set back. 

It was not until noon that the President got 
his first strong strike. His fish took 15 or 20 
feet of line off the reel in a jiffy, going straight 
to the bottom and straining hurd at the rod in 
its efforts to get rid of the group of hooks that it 
had attempted to swallow. It lurked sulleniy 
at the bottom, but after 10 minutes of violent 
struggling it began to yield, and the reel brought 
him slowly to the surface, Dave Cronk skillfully 
‘whipped it overthe side with his gaff and flung is 
into the fishbox, a beautiful well-proportioned 
fellow of eight pounds weight, as caught, and 
seven and three-quarter pounds when brought 
honie. This good fortune spurred the President 
on. ** Dave” put on a fine fat sucker, and the . 
line Went out again with a 7 whirl. 

Time was taken to eat lunch off the 
shores of Eagle Island, and tnenthe quest for 
“lakers” was resumed. Before long Presi- 
dent secnred another handsome trout of seven 
pounds weight, and before the hour arrived for 
goingup Fish Creek be had caught four, one 
of three pounds and another of two and a half 
besides the two larger ones. 

The boats ail entered the creek during a driz- 
zling rain, which forced the fishermen to put on 
their rubber coats. The little stream was pro- 
tected from the wind by high shores, and the 
black flies and mosquitoes awaited the com- 
ing of four boats and eight occupants with 
ferocious appetites. When the fishermen brought 
out their light rods and began to cast their flies. 
lightly under the shaded banks the files and mos-, 
quitoes sent up a shrill screecn of triumph and 
swooped down upon the well-oiled President and 
his companions. Tar oil, however, was only a 
protection against the bites of black flies, It 
could not keep them from flying into eyes and 
ears, While the mosquitoes bit through tar oil as 
if they rather enjoyed it. The President sue- 
ceeded in catching one speckled trout, which 
Cronk landed, and then all the party agreed that 

the insect pests, the rain, and the approaching 
darkness suggesied a return home.

THE HORSES THAT WILL PROBABLY 
WIN IN TO-DAY’S CONTEST. 


Before sending the youngsters down to 
the King’s Bridge Reformed Churoh for the start 
in the first race at Jerome Park to-day it is to 
be hoped that the managers will have sufficient 
consideration for the public, whom they are sup- 
posed to cater to, to have a parade of the start- 
ers with the jockeysup and in their colors in 
front of the grand stand. Unless this is done 
people will be unable to follow the race at all 
understandingly. The course selected for the 
run isa ridiculous one, the start being out of 
sightand the finish an eighth of a mile beyond 
the grand stand. There is always a vast amount 
of grumbling because of the use of this 
course at all, and the only way in which 
this can be alleviated in part is by giving peoplea 
chance to see the horses with their riders and 
colors before they go down into the chute for 
the start. This will enable all to know the horses 
as they race by the stand on their way to the 


finish in the upper field. It will be a slight 
favor to grant the public, but one that will be 
greatly appreciated. There is no reason why a 
parade in front of the grand stand before every 
race on every track hereabout should not be 
had. It is done at Cedarhurst, and is not only a 
pretty feature, but one thatis of much benefit 
to all who care to watch the sport and know the 
horses as they fight for the lead during the 
progress of the race. As it is now it is nearly all 
guesswork with the public. 

To-day’s card at Jerome Park includes five 
races on the flat and a steeplechase over the 
short course, and for the latter there will prob- 
ably be ten or a dozen starters. The flat races 
promise excellent sport. So evenly matched 
are the horses entered for the various contests 
thatit will be exceedingly difficult for even the 
most talented of tipsters to pick the winners. 
The oponing dash for 2-year-olds looks as if it

— second place. In the second race, if the 
tri should ae to be stiff, Bess should win, 
and Rowland get the place. The latter has the best 
of the weights, and Saturday’s race showed him to 
have good speed. Saxony seems hardly able 
to stay the distance, and the weight is pretty 
stiff for Richmond to carry and win, Hypasia 
should win the third race, and Lizzie Baker and 
Oneko will probabiy have a fight for the place, 
and on reports as to their capabilities should 
finish as named.

FOR THE “OLD SOUTH.” 
LIEUT.-GEN. D. H. HILL ADDRESSES 


THE CONFEDERATE SOCIETY. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 6.—Lieut.-Gen. D. 
H. Hill delivered an address on the “Old 
South” before the Confederate Society, at Ford’s 
Opera House to-night. The house was crowded, 
and the applause was hearty and frequent. The 
concluding portion of the address was upon the 
effects of the war, and was as follows: 


“TIT would place first of those the general diffusion 
of love for the Constitution of the United States. 
Time was when the South-hating philanthropists 
denounced it as ‘a covenant with death and a league 
with hell’ gotten up by the slave power in the inter- 
ests of slavery. But in 1861 tho philanthropists 
experienced a change of heart and ever since have 
talked of the Cunstitution as that ‘sacred instru- 
ment,’ that ‘bulwark of freedom,’ that ‘ palladium of 
liberty,’ &c. I am glad of their conversion, sus- 
piciously sudden though it was, and 1 hope they will 
never fall from grace. Asa stalwart Presbyterian 
I believe in the perseverance of the saints. 

“The philanthropists used.to tell of the cruelty 
and brutality of slaveholders to their slaves, and 
said that they haa reduced the negroes to the lowest 
state of ignorance, barbarism, and bestiality. But 
in the reconstruction period the philanthropists un- 
derwentaradical change of views, and discovered 
that these negroes, whom they had described as 
more savage and degraded than the barbarians on 
the Congo, were not merely enlightened and civil- 
ized enough to be freemen and voters, but 
also to be United States Senators and Con- 

ressmen, Foreign Ministers, Consuls, and 

arshals, Governors of States, Judges, mem- 
bers of State Cabinets, &c. I am glad that 
the philanthropists found out that the old South had 
trained its slaves so carefully for these high and re- 
sponsible duties. No other masters in the world’s 
history ever = such training to their slaves. The 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth amendments 
to the Constitution of the United States are the 
grandest possible eulogics to the old Sonth. But 
there was one great error in this training. The 
simple-hearted, confiding, Southern masters, always 
careless of their own money, did not teach their 


slaves to be cantious about their investments, 
and tens of thousands of these credulous 
creatures put their money in a Dank in 


Washington established by the philanthropists and 
lost itall. Llove to hear the praises of the wonder- 
ful deeds of McOlellan, Grant, Meade, and Hancock, 
for if they were such great warriors for crashin 
with their massive columns the thin lines of ragg 
rebels, what must be said of Lee, the two Johnstons, 
Beauregard, and Jackson, who held millions at bay 
for four years with their fragments of shadowy 
armies. Pile up huge pedestals and surmount them 
with bronze horses and riders in bronze. All the 
Union monuments are eloquent of the prowess of the 
ragged rebels and their leaders. 

“Suppose the tables had been turned and that 
either of the five Southerners named above had 
been superior to his antagonists in all the appliances 
and inventions of war, and had been given, more. 
over, an excess of 2,000,000 of men over them, how 
age f statues, think ye, my countrymen, would there 
be of bronze warriors and prancing chargers? The 
Congressmen for the old South have voted liberally 
for all legitimate pension bilis to Union veterans, 
for they know what a tough job it was for the 
2,859,132 Union soldiers, with their magnificent out- 
fit, to overcome the 700,000 rebels, poorly fed, poorly 
clothed, and poorly ete These pension bills 
are splendid tributes to the pluck, patience, per- 
rp and fortitude of the chivalry of the old 
South. 

“TI love to hear the philanthropists praise Mr. 
Lincoln and call him the second Washington, for I 
remember that he was born in Kentucky and was 
from first to last, as the Atlantic Monthly truly 
said, ‘A Sonthern man in ail his characteristics.’ TI 
love to hear them say that George H. Thomas was 
the stontest fighter in the Union Army, for I re. 
member that he was born in Virginia. When the old 
latly of the old South hears the eulogies upon these 
men she pushes back her spectacles that she may 
have a better view of the eulogist and says: ‘These 
were my children.’ Then the old lady adds: ‘I have 
another son born in Kentucky, and he is nota step- 
sop, nor did I raise him to die ona sour apple tree.’”

AN INDIAN EXECUTION. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., June 6.—Information has 
just been received of the execution near the Semi- 
nole Agency, Indian Territory, of two Seminoles 
convicted of having murdered a comrade some three 
weeks ago. The sentence of the court was that 
tle murderers should be shot to death between the 
hours of sunrise and sunset, which sentence was 
executed. The Indians were large, robust-looking 


fellows, and showed supreme indifference to their 
fate. After brief religious exercises they each 
made a short gpeech, dwelling on the crime and at- 
tributing it toa free use of liquor. When the death 
warrant was read the murderers walked calmly toa 
blanket stretched on the ground, where they took 
leave of a number of friends and where they were 
blindfolded. They then knelt down, presenting 
their breasts to the Sheriff and his Deputy, who ad- 
vaneed with revolvers and dropped on their knees 
directly in front of them.

THE PROHIBITION CAMPAIGN. 


——- = 


ITS PLAN ARRANGED AND MONEY BE- 
GINNING TO POUR IN. 


ALBANY, June 6.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Prohibition State Committee, at a 
meeting held here to-day, decided to hold the 
Prohibition State Convention in the rink at Syra- 
cuse Aug. 25 and 26. The committee was in 
Session for four hours. The subjects of discus- 
sion were the raising of funds and the plan of 
campaign. A full State ticket will be nomi- 
nated, and each Senatorial and each Assembly 
district will have its Prohibition candidates for 
the two branches of the Legislature. Chair- 
man F. F. Wheeler says that the party's 
financial prospects are most encouraging. 


The Rev. L. V. Sneed, of Wellsville, Allegany 
County, was appointed a “fiscal agent” of 
the Executive Committee some time ago and 
instructed to work the southwestern end of the 
State for all it was worth. 

Mr. Sneed made a report to the committee 
which causéd its members to bubble over with 
happiness. He obtained, through the Chairman 
of the County Committee and the Chairman of 
the Town Committees, the names of each voter 
on the Prohibition list. Armed with this he 
started on a tour of Visitation, summoning the 
brethren to contribute of their substance if they 
earnestiy desired to see the ram power crushed. 

The result of his mission he thus summarized 
for the Executive Committee: Collections in 
Allegany Country amounted to $800; in Cat- 
taraugus, $1,100; in Broome, $875; in Chau- 
tauqua, $950; in Chemung, $850; a total of 
$4,575. Mr. Sneed reported further that in 
Chemung County he found many Republican 
constituents of Senator Fassett who were dis- 

sted at the course of the Republicans in the 
ast Legislature,and who promptly gave him 
money for the purification process in which the 
Prohibitionists profess to be engaged. They 
said the party had fallen into bad hands and de- 
served to be castigated. 

Mr. Sneed will be given four deputies, who will 
be sent on a subscription tour through other 
counties. Itis the purpose of the Prohibition 
Executive Committee to raise $30,000 before the 
State Convention is called to order, and no doubt 
is entertained of the power of the fiscal agents 
to have that sum In readiness at the a pease 
time. A plan of campaign somewhat ¥ fferent 
from its predecessors will be followed. The 
farmer on the back hills and the dwellers in re- 
mote townships will furnish the harvest. Here- 
tofore attempts have been made to push the 
cause in the cities, but experience proves that 
these are poor fields for stump speakers and 
workers, and they wi!l be practically abandoned.

Judge Woolston then addressed himself per- 
sonally to the Presiding Judge and said: 
* Didn’t you know, Sir, when you voted to grant 
Mrs. Stoy’s license that she was selling liquor on 
Sunday and in other ways illegally ?”’ 

“No, Sir,’ Judge Hugg indignantly replied, 
“T did not.” 

Judge Woolston then asked the presiding Judge 
if Mrs, Stoy had not come to his office on one oe- 
casion with a bottle of whisky, but Judge Hugg 
also promptly denied this, and added that it was 
a mean and contemptible thing for his associate 
on the bench to bring such a matter up publicly 
in court. 

Judge Woolston’s retort to this was: “‘ That’s 
because I’m dealing with a mean and contempti- 
ble man.” 

The quarrel went no further, butit caused a 
profound sensation among the surprised specta- 
tors, and especially the lawyers present. It was 
subsequently learned that the court had been 
criticised in temperance and chureh circles for 
granting a license for Mrs. Stoy’s place last 
month, and fudge Woolston, who voted against 
the license, took this opportunity of setting him- 
self right before the public.

First—All vessels of over 200 tons will pay the 
anchorrge tax. 

Second—That this tax shall be collected from each 
ship once every 8ix months, and it shall be collected 
at the first port at which the vessel may call. 

Third—This anchor tax shall be collected at the 
rate of 20 cents por ton on vessels arriving from 
foreign ports and of 10 cents per ton on coasters 
which do not trade outside of Peru, ana, 

Foufth—That all vessels which, extend their voy- 
ages to foreign ports beyond six months shall on 
their return to Peru pay the extra 10 cents per ton, 
but this sum shall only be collected once, even 
should they effect various voyages to foreign ports 
during the period mentioned. 


Owners of vessels trading to Callao will learn 
with regret that the system of entoreed entry 
into the discharging docks will be continued, as 
the dock company has obtained an extension of 
their exclusive right to load and unload vessels. 
This dock system has been the ruin of Callao, 
since no vessels care to go there to break haw- 
sers and run the risk of having their sides 
bumped in whenever a swell sets in. No work 
can be done in the dock when the swell sets in 
from the north, while a strong southerly wind 
necessitates the taking down of all the upper 
rigging in order to lessen the strain on the hulls 
created by having to keep them fast and tight to 
the bits. Callao, instead of being a favored port 
by ship owners, as it was mm former years, is now 
avoided. It cost a little more under the old 
launch system, but the ships were at anchor in 
placid water outside of the ground swell and 
where they had swinging room. Now they are 
all jammed together in a dock which appears 
accidentally to have been built on a spot where 
the full effects of sudden currents make them- 
sclves paintully evident.

TO FIGHT PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 6.—The last Con- 
gress made a large appropriation for the pur- 
pose of stamping out pleuro-pneumonia among 
cattle in the United States. While New-Jersey, 
under the oversight of the State Board of 
Health, has several times in the last seven year 
been clear of any quarantined herds, the disease 
is from time to time reintroduced from adjacent 
States. For some weeks the Commissioner of 
Agriculture has been in correspondence with 
Gov. Green and the State Board of Health as to 
the rules and regulations for the State. Gov. 
Green’s acceptance of the rules and regulations 
of the departthent is considered sufficient for 
the General Government to undertake the work 
of extirpation in New-Jersey, while the State 
board will lend hearty co-operation. Dr. Di- 
mond, of Baltimore, will represent the United 
States authorities, and will be responsible for 
the condemnation of herds. Not only sick cat- 
tie, but all cattle in herds that have been ex- 
posed, will be killed where satisfactory arrange- 
ments can be made with owners. In other cases 
they will be held in quarantine as may be di- 


rected.

STEED PLATE A POINT AHEAD. 
John Illingworth, the head of the Newark 
Steel Works, has just patented and successfully 
tested a new steel armor plate for war vessels. 
Heretofore no method has been found that 


would resist a projectile from the Hotchkiss gan 
fired at a distance of 60 feet. The trouble was 
that the first shot generaily shattered the 


steel, and the next exposed the wun- 
a hull by knocking ott the 
roken vieces. By Mr. Mlingworth’s roc- 
ess the plate is composed of four thick- 


nesses of steel of different tempers, the hardest 
belug on the surface. The plate was tested at 
Annapolis week before last and was found to be 
satisfactory. Four shots were fired atit from a ’ 
six-pound rapid firing Hotchkiss gun ata dis- 
tance of 60 feet. Although the plate was 
crushed by the three shots planted in the same 
place, it remained imtact, and the projectiles 
were all broken by the resistance. The plate 
used in this experiment was composed of two 
thicknesses measuring three inches through, 
and the projectile was thrown against it with 
a striking velocity of 1,850 feet per second.

Ié would be improper to comment upon 
the personal and business relations with 
Jacos SHakP of one at least of the persons 
yesterday accused of having attempted to 
influence jurors in SHARP’s case. Those re- 
lations will doubtless be the subject of a 
judicial investigation. It is evident from 
the testimony that attempts to influence 
jurors have been made. Whether they have 
been made: from disinterested affection or 
otherwise does not yet appear, nor does 
it. signify, from a legal point of view. 
There are no doubt a very large 
number of people in this city who are 
not aware that they are committing any 
offense if they speak in favor of one friend 
~who is about to undergo his trial to another 
whois about to try him. The abysses of 
popular ignorance about the administration 
of justice that have been disclosed in the 
examination of the talesmen in this case 
make it entirely credible that many 
men may regard interceding with a 
juror for a friend in the dock as an 
act of fgood-nature rather creditable 
than otherwise. If any of them come be- 
fore a Grand Jury they are in the way to 
be undeceived on this point, and it is de- 
sirable that they should be enlightened. 
As to those persons, if any such there be, 
who have attempted to bribe jurors, there 
is no doubt that they know that they have 
committed a crime, and the heaviest pen- 
alty the law prescribes is none too heavy 
for them. 


Itis perhaps unkind at this moment to 
sxpose further the folly of Mr. SHERMAN,

The Battery and ferries could 
be reached.by a short track down White- 
hall-street. But we'shall be fortunate if 
we can kéep more tracks from the park. 


The Dominion of Canada is reminded by 
the London Standard that ‘‘the interest of 
Canada is to foster trade with the United 
States by every means in its power. The 
freer trade is on the Canadian side the 
larger it will be in spite of the insane tariff 
of the United States, and the richer will 
the Canadian people become and the more 
business will they do with other countries.” 
This throws light on-the theory that Eng- 
land would be opposed to commercial union 
between the United States and Canada. 
The clearest headed of the English have 
long seen that the only interest the mother 
country can have in the colonies is that 
they shall be as prosperous as possible. 


The course taken by the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk Railroad Company in issuing 
mileage tickets to commercial travelers at 
a lower rate than to the general public was 
a very proper one for the purpose of testing 
its own construction of the law for the reg- 
ulation of inter-Statecommerce. The charg- 
ing of more or less to one person than an- 
other fora “like” service under ‘‘substan- 
tially similar circumstances and conditions” 
is declared to be unjust discrimination and 
is prohibited. . But this company maintains 
that as commercial agents do a great 
deal of traveling, riding short distances and 
stopping at many stations, and create a 
great deal of freight traffic, and as the com- 
pany is relieved of some of its responsibil- 
ity in selling tickets to them at reduced 
rates, the circumstances and conditions are 
such that the prohibition does not apply. 
This answer to the complaint of a rival 
company presents a clear issue for the com- 
mission to decide, and this is the most 
rational way of bringing these questions to 
an issue. 


SIT ABST 2 OEE CLES 

The recent invasion of British villages in 
Sierra Leone was not designed as acenten- 
nial celebration of its settlement, but 
the colony was established just a hun- 
dred years ago, in 1787. The aboli- 
tion of the slave trade, twenty years 
later, gave a liftto its population, since 
slaves captured by British cruisers were 
habitually transferred there. It also became 
the custom to collect other people of color 
from various sources, so that the original 
colony of less than five hundred negroes had 
become a place of perhaps twenty thousand 
in half acentury. The motive of the recent 
attack of the surrounding savages upon 
the settlements of Sherbro and Sultyus 
is not fully explained, but perhaps it 
was chiefly that of plundering the 
factories with their merchandise. The 
pillage was accompanied with great cruel- 
ties, and the fate of the three hundred cap- 
tives must have been melancholy. Per- 
haps a larger British protective forcg will 
now be stationed there. 


THE PROHIBITION CANVASS. 

The Prohibitionists of this State have 

determined to make an early start with 
their canvass this year and to pursue it 
with energy up to the election in November. 
The Executive Committee of the party met 
at Albany yesterday to fix the time and 
place for holding the State Convention, and 
there is to be a “‘ grand rally” at the Cooper 
Union to-night, with the leading lights 
of the party for speakers. The plan 
is to eftect a thorough organization 
throughout the State, make nominations 
in due time for all elective offices 
to be filled this year, and to disseminate 
campaign literature in support of the cause 
of prohibition. Asa result, the leaders are 
already confidently predicting a vote of 
50,000 or 60,000 at the next election, 
which will be quite enough to confound 
the calculations of the old party managers. 
Nor can the prediction be regarded as ex- 
travagant. Last year there was nothing 
specially favorable to the development of 
prohibition strength, and the only can- 
didate upon whom the vote could be con- 
centrated was nominated for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, and yet there were 
36,414 votes cast for that candidate, which 
was over 12,000 more than were given to 
St. JOHN in 1884, 

The feeling among Prohibitionists that 
they have nothing to expect in the way of 
support for their policy from the old par- 
ties has become intensified with experi- 
ence. They have not in this State for many 
years expected anything from the Demo- 
cratic Party, and they have had no reason 
to suppose that the Republicans would take 
up their cause. The latter did, so long ago 
as 1883, declare in favor of submitting tothe 
people a prohibitory amendment to the Con- 
stitution, but though they have controlled 

since, they have 
failed to submit such an amendment. The 
Republican Party of this State is not in 
favor of prohibition and does not pretend 
to be. It would be fatal to its chances of 
ascendency to adopt any such position. 
Those who regard absolute prohibition ‘as 
the only sound policy and who place it 
above allother issues in our politicsare quite 
right in assuming that there is no hope of 
its being adopted by the Republican Party 
of this State. 

But the mistake which that party has 
made lies in adopting no clearly defined 
policy in regard to the regulation and re- 
striction of the liquor traffic. The

The National Guardsmen in their capac- 
ity{as citizens are perfectly well aware that 
one of the first duties of a citizen of this 
town is to withstand “raids on the Park,” 
by whomsoever and in what interest soever 
they are proposed. It is the duty of every 
citizen to add to the body of effective opin- 
ion that discountenances such raids. The 
news columns of yesterday’s Times bore 
witness, in expressions taken at random 
from divers citizens who resembled each 
other only in being good citizens and in 
being well known in their several walks 
of life, that the proposition to invade the 
Park with parades of the militia met 
with a unanimous opposition, except 
from representatives of the interest which 
was supposed to be served by the 
invasion. We do not recall any expression 
favorable tothe invasion except from officers 
of the National Guard. This is an especial- 
ly wholesome thing, because the National 
Guard is popular, and it shows that the 
public mind is fully made up to resist en- 
croachments on the Park. But for a reso- 
lute and organized opinion of this kind 
there would now be a horse railroad run- 
ying up the middle of the Mall, the elevated 
road would be traversing Central Park, as 
it traverses the Battery Park, and a “ per- 
manent exposition” would have been in- 
stalled in whatever part of the Park its 
projectors thought most desirable. 

Assuredly the people of New-York are glad 
to give the National Guard anything in rea- 
son. There are not wanting those who main- 
tain that they have already received favors 
out of reason. Comparing the effect- 
ive strength of the militia, otherwise 
than on paper, with the cost of the 
armories in which they are about 
to be housed, it is understating the 
case to say that they have been generously 
treated. An armory costing several hun- 
dreds of thousands for a regiment which 
turns out in the full strength of a regi- 
ment when it is wanted isonething. Suchan 
armory intended as an inducement for the 
recruiting to its full strength of a regiment 
which consists of skeleton companies is 
quite another. The liberality with which 
armories have been provided and are in proc- 
ess of provision does not stop distinctly 
short of extravagance. To say that the 
project was extravagant is not necessarily 
to describe it as ajob; but that it became a 
job in the interest of its most conspicuous 
projector there is unhappily no denying. 
The scandal is one from which he can never 
recover. Of course nobody but himself is 
responsible for this; but it was not 
fliscreet for the officers of the First Bri- 
gade to excite another scandal in a matter 
relating to the militia before the first had 
subsided. For an attempt to “desecrate” 
the Park is and should be a public scandal. 
Upon the whole, although the Mayor's let- 
ter to Gen. FITZGERALD was written before 
the officers of the First Brigade had 
been driven by public indignation from 
the position they had unwisely assumed, 
and although in view of that retreat 
its language seems needlessly severe, 
the publication of it will serve a good 
purpose. It sets forth with vigor and 
clearness what the people of this city think 
of any attempt to divert the Park from 
the public uses for which it exists. It may 
give pause to the next enterprising person 
who has what he thinks a plausible pretext 
for a proposal to occupy the Park witha 
parade, or a mass meeting, or a procession. 


We remarked some days ago that the op- 
position which certain persons seeking to 
consolidate the street railway companies of 
Boston had encountered in the Legislature 
might cause them to follow the example of 
the Philadelphia speculators in Chicago, 
and resort to a Trust. We now learn that 
they are operating under a Trust. The Bos- 
ton Commercial Bulletin says: ‘‘ As the bill 
stands to-day [June 4] the consolidated 
street railway systems of Boston are to pass 
into the control of the West End Land Com- 
pany, which is not a public corporation 
but a private association under the 
control of three Trustees.” Therefore, 
the “company” will not be forced, as 
railway corporations are, to make public 
returns of their earnings, and will be able 
to avoid the law which limits dividends on 
street railways to 10 percent. Moreover, its 
issues of stock are limited only by the judg- 
ment of the Railway Commissioners. The 
passage of the pending bill will, in the Bul- 
letin’s opinion, fix railroad fares in Boston 
forever at 5cents. A similar movement in 
that city for monopolizing the gas supply is 
now attracting some attention, and, as in 
Chicago, Philadelphia capitalists are deeply 
interested. A Legislature that authorizes a 
private and secret Trust, not operating under 
the general laws which govern corporations, 
to absorb and control several public corpo- 
rations, is doing in haste something which 
the people may repent of at leisure. 


The editor of the Evening Post is shocked 
at the conduct of THE TIMES in exposing the 
painful inconsistency between the Post's 
preaching and the Post’s practice in the 
matter of “reading notices;” for whereas 
that newspaper unceasingly rails at its 
contemporaries on this subject, GEORGE 
P. Rowrett & Co”s “Newspaper Ad- 
vertising” informs intending advertisers that 
the Evening Post prints “ reading notices on ed- 
itorial page” for “50 cents” a line. The editor 
of the Post protests that this is repulsive. Of 
course it is. It is positively sickening. A 
temperance lecturer could not feel worse 
over the exposure of his private flask, 
nor a ~bilatant atheist caught at the 
confessional be more thoroughly ashamed of 
himself than the editor of the Post when con- 
fronted with the evidence that while his journal 
professes to the public to be adamant in the 
matter of “reading notices,” the advertising 
men have quite a different impression. But the 
Post avers that GEORGE P. ROWELL & Co. made 


up this statement of rates without authority, and | 


that as a matter of fact it admits to its columns 
no reading notice without “‘advt.” affixed. The 
public will take this statement for what {it is 
worth, but holding the views it does the Post 
should at once begin an action for damages 
against the advertising firm which imputes 
to it a readiness to print reading notices 
on its editorial page at the price of 
50 cents aline. We have observed that in its 
controversies with other newspapers the Post 
considers all blows unfair save those struck by 
itself. In thia case the Post thinks THE TIMES 
has been guilty “journalism,” and it 
makes some genial references to ‘tricky, 
prevaricating, slanderous paragraphs,” ‘ steal- 
ing a pocket handkerchief,” &c., all of which 
is “repulsive” to it. Now. THE TIMES

A young man wha 
writes plays and insists upon reading them ta 
his friends typifies, perhaps, the low state of 
mental cultivation existing in Louisiana in the 
days of slavery. Some darkies, taken directly 
from the minstrel stage, irritate the thoughtful 
spectator at odd intervals. The play is 
devoid of truth, pathos, or humor. Though 
its .action is rapid, and its climaxes 
invariably such as to please the simple mind, it 
becomes tiresome and depressing long before the 
final curtain. “Hypocrite” was seen last night 
by a very large and very friendly assemblage. 
From the rear of the house and upper allery 
came applause in great volumes of Connie when- 
ever that staple article was needed to spur on 
the actors.

THE CAPTAIN OF THE NORMANDIE IN 
A DECIDED QUANDARY. 

While the steamship Normandie was lying 
at her dock in Havre 10 days ago two policemen 
marched a brace of Chinamen on board. United 
States Consul Dufais was with them, and he told 
the officers of the ship that the Chinamen, who 
were manacled, were prisoners. He paid their 
passage, gave the purser $2 to lavish upon the 
Orientals during the voyage, and went away, 


after leaving a letter to be presented to Collector 
Magone at this port. 

The Normandie arrived on Sunday, and yester- 
day the Collector was notified that the prisoners 
were ready to be delivered over to the United 
States authorities. But just then a griavous 
hitch in the proceedings came. Consul Dufais’s 
letter merely stated that the men were Due Way, 
cook, and Ah Foo, steward, of the American 
ship Samaria, which had arrived at Havre from 
San Francisco; that he had paid their passage to 
this port, and that he had notified the department. 
It did not tell why they were under arrest, and 
therefore Collector Magone could not take 
charge of them. He telegraphed to Washington 
for instructions. In answer he was. directed to 
hold the men and find ont what their exact 
status was. This was anything but an easy task. 
The District Attorney’s office had no knowledge 
of the case, and Gen. Foster cheerfully expressed 
the opinion that the Captain of the steamer 
would have to hold them until the papers ar- 
rived. The Normandie sails on Saturday, and if 
the documents fail to appear by that time she 
will have to carry Due Way and Ab Foo back to 
France. How her Captain would dispose of them 
there is an interesting question, 

Last night the prisoners spent on board the 
ship. Their irons had been removed, but they 
were confined toa roominthe steerage. While 
the purser did not know certainly, he rather 
thought that their offense was desertion or 
something like it. But for all anybody in New- 
York could tell, it might have been mutiny or 
raurder. Due Way and Ah Foo are guileless 
looking individuals, but the Normandie’s offi- 
cers will wait anxiously for the next few days 
to seeif a permanent Chinese annex has been 
added to theig crew.

REDEEMING TRADE DOLLARS. 
Trade dollars continue to come in at the 
Sub-Treasury for redemption at the rate of from 
2,000 to 3,000 a day. Interior towns send in 
most of it, The New-York Sub-Treasury to date 
has redeemed about $3,250,000, and enough has 
been redeemed at other points, it is estimated, 


to bring the sum up to $7,000,000. The Sub- 
Treasury officials do not think there is anywhere 
a disposition to hoard the coins or hold them 
pack. The redemption at paris more profitable 
than could be hoped for from any other plan, 
vaying 18 or 20 cents on the dollar above the 
ullion rate. Of the 30.000,000 trade dollars 
originally issued, it is computed that fully a half 
were mutilated or melted up in China. The 
coin would not pass in China unmarked by some 
local symbol, and this led to stampsand scratches 
that have put a great proportion of the 
30,000,000 out of the reach of the redemption 
law, which provides that mutilated coins may 
not be received. It is estimated, too, that many 
of the coins were melted for use in the arts.

THH NATIONAL GUARD GIVES 
UP CENTRAL PARK. 
RESIGNING ITS PRETENSIONS, BUT WITH 
A PROTEST—A CAUSTIC LETTER FROM 

MAYOR HEWITT. 


Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, commandant of 
the First Brigade, N. G. 8. N. Y., und his officers, 
decided yesterday not to press their demand for 
the use of Central Parkas a parade ground. 
This decision is embodied in the following letter 
to THE TIMES over Gen, Fitzgerald’s signature: 


“Ata “og of the commanding officers of the 
First Brigade, N. G. 8. N. Y., neld this afternoon, 
it was decided not to ask the Governor of the State, 
under present circumstances, to sign the bill author- 
te an annual parade of the brigade in the Central 
Park. Butit was the unanimous opinion of the of- 
ficers present that the Central Park would not be 
injured by sucha parade, and that the National 
Guard of this city should be provided with proper 
— for military evolutions as soon as practica- 
6,” 





In the meantime Mayor Hewitt had been 
writing a letter in answer toonefrom Gen. 
Fitzgerald, sent before the officers’ meeting: 

NEW-YORK, June 6, 1887. 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald: 


DEAR GENERAL: I acknowledge the receipt of your 
military reply to my civil letter, asking your co- 
operation in preserving the Central Park frem the 
injurious results of parades within its area. I re- 
gret that you and the regimental commanders 
whom you have consulted havgnot taker? advantage 
of the opportunity of showing that, in time of peace, 
the military power cheerfully subordinates itself to 
the popular will. Great Generals, among whom may 
be named Grant, Sherman, and Hancock, have re- 
peatedly set a wholesome example in this respect, 
which the distinguished officers of the First Bri- 
gade might stady with advantage. But in one re- 
spect ¥our letter is commendable. It relieves Gov, 

ill from the false position in which he was placed 
asthe promoter of a bill, introduced at the heel of 
the session, and passed without discussion, on the 
assurance that if was a measure which had the 
special favor of the Chief Executive of the State. 
It is satisfactory to know that this piece of strategy 
emanated from the military and not the civil power 
of the State. The latter courts publicity; the for- 
mer proceeds by sudden and secret movements, in 
which success is the only test of merit. 

You seem to be unconscious of the condemnation 
of your own position contained in that passage of 

our letter in which you express gratitude to the 

egislature for * this graceful concession, after the 
repeated denials of the Park Commissioners.” Who 
are the Park Commissioners, and what is the signifi- 
cance of their repeated denials to permit your 
brigade to parade within the limits of the Central 
Park? For more than a quarter of a century the 
Park has been under the control of a board com- 
posed of cultivated and eminent citizens, of sufficient 
public spirit to induce them to serve without pay, 
pes gener all shades, of political opinion and 
all classes of the community. Whatever differences 
may have existed between them on other questions, 
they have always been united in the opinion that 
military parades could not be held in the Park with- 
out great injury to its beauty and its enjoyment Leg 
the sak It is true that before the plan by whic 
the Park has been made “a thing of beauty and a joy 
forever” was devised it was in contemplation to 
assign aportion of its narrow area as a parade 
ground. But this idea wasfound to beso imprac- 
ticable that it was discarded at the outset by tne 
accomplished landscape gardeners who designed 
and created, with the people’s money, for them and 
their heirs forever, common pleasure to walk abroad 
and recreate themselves. 

There is no official map which shows any parade 

Tound, and the claim, until your letter appeared, 
1as been, not that there is, but that there onght to 
be a space assigned for that purpose within the 
Park. This demand has always been resisted by the 
Commissioners of Parks, by the landscape garden- 
ers, and by the public press, so that finally, in order 
to set the matter forever at rest, a positive law was 
passed prohibiting military parades in the Park. 
This is the statute which you seek to have repealed, 
without notice to your fellow-citizens, after having 
utterly failed to secure the indorsement of any com- 
petent authority or of public sentimentin its favor. 
The repeated denials of which you speak, therefore, 
are bie 4 a proof of the unreasonable nature of your 
demand renewed against the experience and the 
authority of those who are far better fitted to decide 
the question than gentlemen whose tastes and pur- 
suits are directed to the pomp and circumstance of 
war rather than to the calm and peaceful enjoyments 
of the people who seek relief from the cares and 
pressure of daily toil. 

You base you claim for the privilege you seek 
upon the ground thatit is absolutely necessary in 
order ‘‘to maintain the present high standard of 
discipline and drill.” If this statement be true, how 
comes it to pass thatthe brigade has reached its 
preset high standard of discipline and drill without 
the adventitious aid of a suitable parade ground? 
Are you prepared to admit that other military organ- 
izations enjoying the advantages of parade grounds, 
those of rooklyn, for example, have reached a 
higher standard of discipline and drill than the brig- 
ade which you have the honor to command? I am as- 
sured by the highest military authority that however 
desirabie these parades may be for the purpose of 
showing off the regiments to an admiring crowd, the 
real work of discipline and drill is done in the 
armories, for which your fellow-citizens have taxed 
and are taxing themselves on a scale of liberalit 
unknown to any other community in the world 
Possibly the cheerful acquiescence of the taxpayers 
in this burden may be impaired when they realize 
that the commanding officers of the First Brigade 
are not satisfied with the most magnificent sur- 
roundings in existence, but are willing to take away 
from the people who pay for these ample appoint- 
ments the lovely garden which has been created for 
the general enjoyment of the community. 

I am surprised that you omit all reference to the 
fact that ample provision has been made for a 
parade ground of unrivaled proportions at Van 
Cortlandt Park, the title to which will be shortly 
acquired, and the use of which meanwhile I under- 
stand can be had, without charge, from its present 
liberal owner. If the real object be improvement, 
and not display, why should you and the command- 
ing regimental officers not take temporary advan- 
tage of this opportunity, which will be s0 s00n con- 
verted into a permanent provision? 

You say that the proposed occupation of the Park 
will do it no harm; that the parade will taxe place 
“in the Autumn, when grass, flowers, and shrub- 
bery are beyond all chance of injury.” I would not 
presume to differ with you on a question of militar 
knowledge, but as theowner of a garden in whic 
for many years I have taken great delight I think I 
am justifiedin saying that this statement displays 
an amazing ignorance of the conditions and laws of 
vegetables life. If there be any season of the year 
when grass and shrubbery require care and protec- 
tion itis in the Autumn, when nature is preparing 
them for the tryingrigor of the approaching Win- 
ter. Surely you must know that the vegetation of 
the Park has been reared upon a rocky foundation, 
covered artificially at great expense with the soil 
necessary for the life of plants. The good gardener 
is careful to protect the turf thus created by 

top-dressing in the Fall, so that there may 
be warmth enough to preserve the delicate germs of 
life from the destructive agencies of frost and cold. 
As to the shrubs, you seem to think that they are 
removed in the Fall to the protection of sheds and 
glass; but,as @ matter of fact, they are all left in 
their places and would be utterly destroyed by the 
great crowd assembled to gaze at your brilliant uni- 
forms and your grand evolutions. The experiment 
was tried once in the Park, and its memory survives 
as the chief objection to its repetition. It has re- 
cently been tried in Washington, with such disas- 
trous results to the turf that another national drill 
will scarcely be attemptea in our day. Must each 
generation pay for this costly experience, or shall 
wenot rather pet by the undisputed record of 
destruction produced by similar experiments in the 

past? 

: I observe that you particularly object to the use of 
the word “desecration” in my letter to you. I am 
sorry for this, as I used the word deliberately and 
with a full knowledge ofits import. Inmy letter to 
Gov. Hill, written before I thought it my duty to 
write to you, I had characterized the proposition as 
“vandalism.” The more I refiectedon the subject 
the more I became convinced that this word was not 
atrong enough to characterize the outrage which was 
about to be perpetrated. and hence, in addressing 
you, I endeavored to find an epithet which would 
give better expression to the general sentiment of 
indignation with which the proposed legislation ie 


regarded by our fellow-citizens. Yes, Gen- 
eral, it is desecration. ‘“‘The groves were God's 
first temples.” The fragrant odors which 
exhale from the flowers of the _ field, the 


infinite variety of color in grass, shrub, and tree, 
the graceful motion of the foliage stirred by the 
gentle and refreshing breeze, the varying phases of 
light and shade, of sunshine and darkness, ali tend 
to lead the thoughts of men from nature ‘‘up to 
nature’s God.” To interfere In any way with such 
serene enjoyment, and above all to introduce “ the 
rude alarms of war” upon such a peaceful scene, 
which more than anything else in a great city, 
ye0pled by millions of toilers, suggests the idea of 
heaven and divine love, is a desecration. It is in- 
deed a sacrilege, from which [ trust we shall be 


saved by the interposition of a higher power than 
the Legislature which passed this measure without 
waiting to hear from the local authorities of thecity. 


And here I think you have made the greatest nfis- 
take of all. Your letter not only suggests a possi- 
bie antagonism between the people and the National 
Guard which cau never exist, but you practically 
advocate a principle which, under other circum- 
stances, I should expect you to be the first to con- 
demon. You allow your official position and your 
social standing to give weight to the doctrine that 
the Legislature shall direct and control the local 
affairs of the city of New-York. Against this doc- 
trine the people of this city have uniformly pro- 
tested, and they have been sustained by the suc- 
cessive action of Govs. Tilden, Cleveland, and Hill 
I am sure that the sound policy of home rule will 
not now be reversed, even upon the demand of the 
commanding officers of the First Brigade, whose

MARY JANE OOX'S SUICIDE. 


A JURY THINKS HER LOVER KNEW MORE 
ABOUT IT THAN HE WILL CONFESS. 





Coroner Rooney and a jury inquired last { 


night into the facts surrounding the death of 
Mary Jane Cox, the servant who was found dead 
in Mrs. Bland’s kitchen, at 140 Prince-street, 
Brooklyn. The post-mortem showed that Mary 
had been poisoned from a bottle containing ar- 
senic. John Delaney, the young man who was 
Mary’s lover, and who gave himself up to the 
police on the night the girl was found, was the 
principal witness. After Mrs. Bland had told 


how Mary was found and the police officer 
had told of his meeting with Delaney, 
when the latter eaid he had given 
Mary the poison which killed her, Delaney was 
put on the stand. He denied knowing anything 
about the alleged statement to the policeman. 
He had met Mary, he said, on Thursday night 
and had left her after having had a quarrel. 
Mary accused him of infidelity, but said nothing 
about committing suicide. He had been intimate 
with Mary and had promised to marry her. She 
did not want him to do that, but asked him to 
get her something that would prevent a discov: 
ery of her condition. Delaney said he read of 
Mary’s death while at work in Harlem and im- 
mediately began to drink. He visited various 
saloons, and by the time be reached Brooklyn he 
was very drunk. It was while inthis condition 
that his statement to the officer was made. 

The jury evidently thought the witness was 
lying and tried to show that he was not so drunk 
as he represented. After some deliberation a 
verdict of suicide waa rendered and in connec- 
tion withita statement that Delaney had pur- 
chased the poison, not for the purpose of suicide, 
but with the idea that it would relieve Mary of 
her trouble, The Coroner held him for the action 
of the Grand Jury.

A WAR FOOTING. 

The old fight between the Manhattan and 
Brighton Beach Hotel people over the money- 
making marine road which connects the two 
places has broke out again, and yesterday 
Manager Fritcheft, of the Brighton Beach, took 
the initiative by tearing up the plank walk 
leading to the station of the marine road. This 
action cuts off all communication between the 
two resorts, as the ocean has eaten away all the 


beach that was formerly under the road. People 
must now ride direct to Manhattan or stay 
away. 

Manager Fritchett said yesterday: “I have 
but one reason for my action. We were getting 
no benefit from the marine road while Manhat- 
tan was making $50,000 a year out of it. We 
asked for a share of this profit, aileging that 
tMaany of the passengers from whom it was made 
went from our place to Manhattan, but we were 
only laughed at. The Manhattan people have 
boarded up their place so that people had to pay 
5 cents for a half-mile ride on their road or stay 
away from their hotel. Now we will see how 
many will stay away.” 

“ Yes, we will see,” said Vice-President Max- 
well, of the Long Island Road, when these state- 
wents were communicated to him. “ We will 
see that the people will come down on the Man- 
hattan Beach Road and stay over here. Brigh- 
ton Beach would be deserted if it were not for 
the people who go over there from our place. 
Now that they can’t get over there you will see 
how quick the Brighton Beachers will want that 
station back again.’’

STRIKES AND BOYCOTTS. 
NO CHANGE IN THE SILVERWORKERS’ 
TROUBLE—ONE STRIKE ENDED. 


The efforts of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion to settle the silverworkers’ strike and lock- 
outhave proved futile, for matters remain about 
where they were at the beginning of the trouble. 
The employes of the Whiting Mauufacturing 
Company had two conferences with their em- 
ployers yesterday. Tho latter still insisted that 
the men should leave the Knights of Labor. A 
number of the silversmiths have concluded to do 
80, and went back to work yesterday, but the 
chasers refused and are still out. 

At Tiffany & Co.’s shop the men were also told 
that they could not work as Knights of Labor. 
Several of the silversmiths were willing to leave 
the order, but the chasers were determined to 
remain, and noone was taken on because the 
fmiths can do only half the work required to put 
goods on the market. The same conditions ex- 
isted in other shops. It is said that the silver- 
smiths have received no pecuniary support and 
that is why they are leaving the Knights and 
going back to work. The chasers are receiving 
aid from various unions and are determined to 
stand out. 

Most of the men who struck in the Stephenson 
car shops returned to work yesterday. They 
had become tired of waiting and asked to be 
taken back on the old terms. A number whose 
oe had already been filled went away sor- 
rowing, 

The boycott on Higgins’s carpets issued by 
‘the General Executive Board of the Knights of 
Labor seems to have fallen flat. A member of 
District Assembly No. 126, who has had inter- 
views with the leaders of some 50 local assem- 
blies, reported yonwnsy that all of them strong- 
ly denounced the boycott. It had been illegally 
issued, as it was not signed by General Secretary 
Litchman, but by Hayes, who, although a mem- 
ber of the General Executive Board, simply 
signed himself asSecretary,and it did not bear the 
necessary seals. In the second place, the locals 
protested against the boycott as outrageous, 
and when the matter came upin their meetings 
they tabled the boycott. A large car drivers’ 
local, that contains 1,100 members, sent a pro- 
test to the General Executive Board against the 
boycott. Even the Progressive Cigarmakers’ 
Association, which fis attached to No. 49, and 
whose members have been called “scabs,” pro- 
pe mec § against the boycott and refused to recog- 
nize it. 

The employes of the Broadway Railroad yes- 
terday contributed $178 for the relief of the suf- 
ferers by the fire at the Belt Line stables. 


BUTOHERS UNDER SUSPICION. 
RUMORS THAT DISEASED CATTLE HAVE 
BEEN MARKETED HERE. 

It was rumored in Westchester County 
yesterday that some of the cattle which nad 
been quarantined in the townof Bedford had 
been sold to New-York butchers. Jacob Loewel 
was said to have purchased two steers from 
Henry Voris, of Golden’s Bridge. He was not 
in town yesterday. At his home it was believed 
he had gone to Golden’s Bridge. He is engaged 
in the business of buying live cattle wherever he 


can, shipping them to New-York and having 
them slaughtered and sold for his account by 
M. H. & D.L. Eisner, who have a slaughter 
house and wholesale market at Forty-sixth- 
street and First-avenue. Mr. Eisner, referring to 
the books of his establishment said the last cat- 
tle slaughtered for Mr. Loewel were two cows, 
May 31. He did not think these had come from 
Westchester County. Inspectors from the 
Board of Health were in almost continuous at- 
tendance at his establishment and no diseased 
cattle could possibly A aes their scrutiny. 

From members of Mr. Loewel’s family it was 
learned that E. B. Brady, at Golden’s Bridge, 
was a purchaser by contract from the Govern- 
ment of all cattle at that place. These were 
slaughtered under inspection of Government 
medical inspectors, and such as were found af- 
fected were atonce buried. The perfect ones 
were paid for by Brady and shipped to New- 
York. When the Government established the 
rigid quarantine upon the cattle of Westchester 
the butchers of New-York scrambled for the 
offerings by the officials in charge as though they 
were the choicest of the choice, believing they 
could buy very cheap, and that inspection would 
not be very rigidly maintained. Brady was 
awarded the cattle at $20 a head, and inspection 
has been so well maintained that he has not 
found it the bonanza it was expected to be. And 
now the disease has become so prevalent that 
Brady’s establishment has been ordered de- 
stroyed, and his business, in consequence, has 
had to be temporarily suspended. 


THOMAS DEVINE’S DEATH. 
HIS COMPANIONS SAY IT CAME FROM A 
DRUNKEN FIGHT. 

Thomas Devine, the young man who was 
found in the gutter in Grand-street, Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, on Sunday, died early yester- 
day morning at his home, 238 North Seventh- 
street. His skull was fractured. From the in- 
guiries made by the police it was thought that 
the wound had been inflicted during a fight. 
Later in the day they arrested Michael Ferris, of 


246 North Eighth-street, who told a contradic- 
tory story. Ferris said that late Saturday night 
he and James Dempsey, of 228 North Sixth-street, 
were talking with Devine in a saijoon on Kent- 
avenue and that Devine and Dempsey got into a 
row. They were separated before any harm was 
done, but a few hours later met at Grand-street 
and Bedford-avenue. Both were very drunk, 
and renewed their previous quarrel. They came 
to blows, and Dempsey knocked Devine into the 
gutter. The latter did not get up, and an exam- 
ination showed that he was unconscious. This 
frightened Ferris and Dempsey, and they ran 
away. An hour later the wounded man was 
found by an officer, who sent for an ambulance 
and had him removed to his home, where he 
died. 

Yesterday Dempsey and Ferris were arraigned 
in Justice Naeher’s court on a charge of com- 
plicity in Devine’s death, and were held for ex- 
amination on Friday. Dempsey corroborated 
Ferris’s story. The police believe that Ferris is 
trying to shield Dempsey, and a young man who 
claims to have been passing at the time of the 
figtPon Grand-street says that Dempsey struck 
Devine on the head with a beer bottle. At the 
post-mortem it was decided that the fracture of 
the skull might have been caused by a fall, the 
head striking the curbstone. That was the way 
Devine fell, according to Ferris.

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ADOLPH REICH CONFESSES. 
HE SAYS HE KILLED HIS WIFE IS 

°F SELF-DEFENSE. 

Adolph Reich, who is on trial in the Court 
of General Sessions for killing his wife at his 
home, 144 Suffolk-street, on April 19, admitted 
yesterday, through his lawyer, Oo. F. Kinsley, 
that he killed the woman, but set up a plea of 
self-defense. The morning session was taken up 
with the testimony of Capt. Allaire and the 


police officers. 

In opening for the defense Mr. Kinsley stated 
that when Reich came home on the nicht of the 
murder he found the door locked. After atime 
it was opened, and as he entered a man rushed 
out. Before this he had suspected his wif 
unfaithfulness, put she had veomieed to be sie 
to him, and he had believed her. On seeing 
the man come out and run down stairs he said: 
“T am convinced I can get a divorcee now.” 
Reich undressed, although frenzied at his dis. 
covery. The woman took up a knife, saying: 
“Now. die, you dog!” He seized the knife, and 
in getting it away cut her hand. Later she got 
another knife and came at. him again, saying:
